REMARKS 

Claims 19-27 are pending in this case and stand rejected. With this 
response, claim 19 has been amended. No new matter is added by virtue of these 
amendments. Reconsideration is respectfully requested. 

Claim 19 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Specifically, Examiner states: 

"...there is no provision clearly disclosing a frame of reference (distal- 
proximal) to compare displacement of the various elements in the claim. 
Due to the lack of clarity, the term 'sufficiently distal' is considered vague 
and indefinite." Office Action at p. 2. 

With this response, claim 19 has been amended to replace the term 
"sufficiently distal" with a more definite statement which does not rely on a distal-proximal 
frame of reference. Therefore, applicants respectfully contend that claim 19, as amended, 
is definite and in condition for allowance. Accordingly, withdrawal of the rejection of 
claim 19 under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, is respectfully requested. 

Claims 20-27 stand rejected only as being dependent upon rejected base 
claim 19. Accordingly, in light of the foregoing amendments to claim 19, claims 20-27 are 
now in condition for allowance. 

Applicants believe that all rejections of record have been obviated or 
overcome by the foregoing amendments and remarks and respectfully request 
reconsideration and withdrawal of these rejections. If any action other than allowance is 
contemplated, the Examiner is requested to call Applicant's representative, Thomas D.
